Caught in the middle 


The U.S. State Department made it known today that it 
is opposed to any Syrian police action in Lebanon by reiterat¬ 
ing United States opposition to any "outside intervention," 
presumably in connection with a possible breakdown of the 
conditional truce in that country. 


This is hardly surprising as the Americans are worried 
about the Israeli response which will undoubtedly come in the 
form of an Israeli military incursion in Lebanon unless the 
Americans are able to restrain their client. This would send the 
whole area up in flames and wipe out hard earned American 
political gains in the Middle East. The Americans have suc¬ 
ceeded in ingratiating themselves with the Arabs while main¬ 
taining their privileged ties with Israel. Israel, for its part, is 
eager to upset the new political balance that has emerged in 
the Middle East by striking at Syria and possibly Jordan 
through Lebanon, as His Majesty King Hussein pointed out 
in Washington yesterday. A return of the polarisation of the 
area into clearly demarked American and Soviet spheres of 
influence would be much more to Israel’s liking and can be 
achieved precisely through the outbreak of a new war.

On the other hand, supposing the United States is able 
to force Israel to remain on the sidelines while the Lebanese 
conflict is resolved through Syrian military intervention. Pre¬ 
sident Ford would be leaving himself wide open to charges by 
Henry Jackson and Ronald Reagan that he had betrayed Israel 
and once again provided the entire world with a display of 
American weakness. That would be an opportunity President 
Ford’s rivals in the presidential elections would hardly let 
slip by. 

Ameri can domestic considerations apart, it remains true 
that Syria is the single best placed country to step in with a 
limited number of troops as a last ditch solution if everything 
else fails. His Majesty also pointed that out to the Americans 
yesterday. 

Syria’s influence with the leftwingers in Lebanon, although 
waning and rather strained at the moment, is nevertheless a 
factor to be reckoned with. Syria in effect controls arms sup¬ 
plies to Mr. Junblatfs group and remains ideologically affi¬ 
liated with at least some of the leftist forces in that strife tom 
country. At the same time, it enjoys the confidence of the 
Lebanese right precisely because it can exercise control over 
the "leftist and progressive" forces. It would be hard to deny 
that Syria deserves credit for the present truce in Lebanon, 
or that Syria has already given the rightists adequate proof 
of its good intentions as a mediator on prior occasions.

Under the headline “Conspiracy 
against Lebanon,” A1 Dustour said 
that from the series-of events lis¬ 
ted iskthe Syrian statement, the 
dimensions of the conspiracy aga¬ 
inst Lebanon, Syria and the Pa¬ 
lestinian Resistance Movement be¬ 
come apparent 

“Communal strife is a loathso¬ 
me thin g in itself, but it becomes 
more than a crime when it is used 
as a tool in the service of foreign 
designs," A1 Dustour said, add¬ 
ing : “This applies not only to one 
party or person but to all parties 
and persons in the present Leba¬ 
nese drama.” The paper thinks 
that the Lebanese checker board 
does not allow a decisive victory 
for one party over the other, and 
that insistence by one side to win 
victory might well lead to a Pyr¬ 
rhic situation... 

The paper expressed satisfaction 
that the two conflicting parties 
had responded to a temporary tru¬ 
ce, “after stubborn ess was the or¬ 
der of the day.” 

A1 Shaab said that by reaffirm¬ 
ing its intention to continue ef¬ 
forts to put an end to the commu¬ 
nal fighting in Lebanon, Syria 
should he fully cognizant of the 


stupenrous consequences of a 
prolonged strife that would go 
beyond the Lebanese borders to 
strike the Arab cause in the great 
Arab homeland... It described this 
fighting as “artificial,”- and point¬ 
ed its finger to “Arab and foreign 
strings” setting in motion the Le¬ 
banese events for their own ends. 

AJ Sbaab went on to say that 
the most hazardous aspect of the 
bloody strife in Lebanon is 'that it 
provides a “breathing space” for 
Israel, by diverting Arab and 
world attention from the basic 
Arab-Zionist conflict It added that 
the continuation of the fighting 
would point to the possible par¬ 
titioning of Lebanon and the crea¬ 
tion of dwarf communal states, 
conforming with the political plan¬ 
ning of Zionism and justifying its 
mushroom entity, based on detes¬ 
ted communal racism... 

A1 Nahar of Beirut said history 
repeats itself. It compared the Le¬ 
banese disturbances of 1958 with 
those of 1975/76. In both cases 
the United States stepped in... 
‘The Lebanese protagonists have 
been almost the same for eight¬ 
een years,” the paper observed. In 
1958, A1 Nahar said, Washington 
sent Robert Murphy to Beirut on 
a fact finding mission and to talk 
with the conflicting parties; in 
1976 Dean Brown was delegated 
on a similar mission, but this time, 
without an American fleet...! 


These stamps also show the 
situation of the Palestinian refu¬ 
gees after several wars with Is¬ 
rael, and the various progr amm es 
and projects tending to develop 
industry and Agriculture in Jor¬ 
dan. 

Meanwhile, the Under-secretary 
of the Ministry of Communications 
Khaled Bseisso left here for Da¬ 
mascus Friday noon to represent 
Jordan at the 8th session of the 
board of administration of the 
Arab High Postal Institute which 
convenes Saturday. 


The on-going tourism boom in 
Jordan that is proving to be a he¬ 
althy shot in the aim for general 
economic development in the co¬ 
untry is theatened by a short¬ 
term shortage of hotel space, ac¬ 
cording to various local sources 
involved in the tourism industry. 

Last year saw an increase in 
the number of tourists coming to 
Jordan: an increase of 28% over 
the previous year, with a total of 
700,000 arriving from all come¬ 
rs of the world. This trend is exp¬ 
ected to continue, and the total 
number of tourists should exce¬ 
ed the one million mark in 1980 
surpassing predictions of the Mi¬ 
nistry of Tourism. This is a very 
healthy situation for Jordan, con¬ 
sidering that tourism represents 
one tenth of her national income.

The problem for Jordan, how¬ 
ever, is whether the increased nu¬ 
mber of tourists can be catered 
for, especially as regards hotel 
accommodation, one of the most 
important things for the incomi¬ 
ng tourist, who knows nothing 
about the country, and who needs 
a base for his wanderings. If the 
tourist boom is indeed threatened 
by a lack of hotel accommodation, 
this could seriously damage Jor¬ 
dan’s reputation as a country with 
first class service for its tourists, 
somethings which no one in the 
trade wants to happen. 


There are various reasons for 
this boom in the number of peo¬ 
ple arriving in Jordan. Over the 
last four years there has been an 
increase in interest in tours of the 
Holy Land, with the result that 
the number of groups arriving in 
Jordan has increased considerab¬ 
ly- 

The boom in business is ano¬ 
ther important factor, for many 
businessmen are now attracted to 
Amman, where they find a very 
favourable climate for business 
activities. 

More short-term factors are the 
crisis in Lebanon and the flow 
of manpower to the Gulf states. 
Many people have arrived in the 
wake of the present troubles in 
Lebanon, and it is interesting to 
note that many are foreign busi¬ 
nessmen who may decide to stay 
in Amman, and not only Lebanese 
who will return after the crisis is 
over. 

The trouble in the West Bank 
also brought over a certain num¬ 
ber of Palestinians. The flow of 
manpower to and from the Gulf 
states is, perhaps, more long-te¬ 
rm, for as long as good wages 
are to be found in that region, 
people are liable to be using Am¬ 
man as a stopping-off point to 
get visas for the Gulf states. 


The situation at this moment 
is. already difficult, for many ho¬ 
tels, find themselves fully book¬ 
ed, or almost fully booked. The 
Jordan Intercontinental, in Febr¬ 
uary of this year, increased its 
□umber of bookings by 50% in 
comparison with the same time 
last year. The smaller ones, which 
unlike the first class hotels, only 
cater for individual and not gro¬ 
up bookings, also reported that 
they were almost fully booked 
up. 


This combination of factors, 
and especially the unexpected on¬ 
es like the Lebanon crisis, will 
undoubtedly mean that it will be 
harder for tourists, both in grou¬ 
ps and as individuals, to be ac¬ 
commodated this summer. The 
Jordan Intercontinental has refu¬ 
sed no less than jten. groups up 
to tins time, and one travel age¬ 


nt dealing with eight tour grou¬ 
ps, has only found hotels for five. 

The Grand Palace Hotel, on the 
other hand, has not experienced 
any problems with groups, since 
according to Mr. Fares Sawalha, 
one of the owners, if groups cou¬ 
ld not be accommodated on a pa¬ 
rticular day, they would be chan¬ 
ged to another one. A further 
way of solving this problem was 
to reroute groups to other hotels. 
It seems that the big tour opera¬ 
tors, who booked well in adva¬ 
nce, have had no problems, whe¬ 
reas late bookings are causing 
some problems, but they can be 
solved if earlier bookings are ca¬ 
ncelled, or if the group is divided 
between hotels. 

Individual tourists are also ex¬ 
pected to have problems, but the 
small hotels, in the main, are co¬ 
nfident of managing. Their busin¬ 
ess, of course, is different from 
that of the big hotels, for they 
have guests coming and going all 
the time, so there should always 
be some beds available in these 
hotels. This of course, will depe¬ 
nd on whether the Lebanese at 
these hotels will stay in Amman 
for a long time, for at the mom¬ 
ent they are causing the hotels 
to be very heavily booked. 

It is the big hotels, however, 
which make money for the Jor¬ 
danian economy, and it is the po¬ 
sition of tour groups which is of 
paramount importance for them. 
It seems that the position will 
not be too bad this summer, but 
as the magic million mark is ap¬ 
proached, problems could get wo¬ 
rse, a situation which would un¬ 
doubtedly harm Jordan’s reputa¬ 
tion.

New Portuguese 
constitution is a 
socialist’s dream 

LISBON, April 2 (R). — Portugal 
today inaugurates its new consti¬ 
tution. after 10 months’ work by 
a constituent assembly which has 
committed future governments to 
building socialism, fighting impe¬ 
rialism and granting independence 
to East Timor. 

The constitution, the third since 
Portugal was proclaimed a repu¬ 
blic in 1910, will come into force 
on April 25 — balloting day for 
the first freely-chosen Portuguese 
parliament in 50 years and second 
anniversary of the military coup 
that overthrew a right-wing dicta¬ 
torship. 

The constituent assembly, hea¬ 
vily dominated by non-commun¬ 
ists, was often berated by leftist 
demonstrations calling for its dis¬ 
solution during the turbulent 
months of 1975. But the new con¬ 
stitution has now been hailed by 
the communists as “one of the 
most advanced in the capitalist 
world. 1 ’- 

The text commits Portugal fir¬ 
mly to socialism “through setting 
up the conditions for the work¬ 
ing classes to exercise power de¬ 
mocratically.” It provides for col¬ 
lectivising the means of produc¬ 
tion and the end of “man’s exploi¬ 
tation by man.” 

In the field of international re¬ 
lations, Portugal advocates the 
abolition of all forms of imperia¬ 
lism, colonialism and aggression. 
It calls for general disa rmament , 
the dissolution of all political and 
military blocks and the establish¬ 
ment of a collective security sys¬ 
tem. 

The constitution gives workers 
a large say in the running of their 
firms and the national economy 
and subordinates pdivate enterpri¬ 
se to the state-controlled sector. 

It guarantees prisoners the right 
of habeas corpus and totally pro¬ 
hibits the death penally, torture 
and censorship. It also hang the 
formation of any group governed 
by a ’fascist” ideology. 


In his speech. Chief Buthelezi 
warned whites to read the hand¬ 
writing on the wall and recog¬ 
nise that the country must move 
toward majority rule.

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OPEC may decide to 
foresake Vienna as H.Q. 


VIENNA. Apr. 2 (R> OPEC Oil 
Ministers, seized by quemllas at 
their Vienna offices last Decem¬ 
ber, will decide soon whether to 
move their headquarters to anot¬ 
her capital, a spokesman said to¬ 
day. 

OPEC spokesman Hamid Zah- 
eri said the matter would be dis¬ 
cussed when the ministers asse¬ 
mble in Jakarta on May 27 for 
their first conference since their 
ordeal at the hands of pro-Arab 
gunmen. 

Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kr- 
eisky said last week, after a Mid¬ 
dle East tour, he was confident 
the 31-nation organisation of pet¬ 
roleum exporting countries wou¬ 
ld stay in Vienna, despite some 
doubts about Austrian security 
arrangements. 

Mr. Zaheri said he could not con¬ 
firm “that it was sure that OPEC 
would stay and nothing can be 
said until it is discused by the 
ministers. Only they can decide, 
and the decision must be unaim- 
ous,” he said. 

Mr. Zaheri said efforts to find 
a new headquarters building in 
Vienna had been suspended pen¬ 
ding the minis terial decision. 

One of the last decisions which 
the Oil Ministers took before six 
guerrillas burst into their meeti¬ 
ng was to approve a special bu¬ 
dget of $11 mflion for new, office 
space in Vienna. 

Dr. Krisky said yesterday his 
g o v e rn m ent was ready to help 
OPEC find more suitable premis¬ 
es. At present they occupy part 


of a modem office block which 
policy have said presents serious 
security problems. 

Austrian authorities have made 
several specific proposals and 
are considering offering them the 
right to hold minlstrlal confere¬ 
nces in the well-guarded hofburg 
government complex if they ag¬ 
ree to stay. 

Officials said some other gove¬ 
rnments had also stepped in with 
offers of accomodation. 

It would be a major blow to 
Austria’s prestige if OPEC deci¬ 
ded to leave Vienna at a time 
when the city is begining to be¬ 
come a third United Nations ce¬ 
ntre, after New York and Gene- 


But several senior OPEC mi¬ 
nisters were reported to feel hu¬ 
miliated and embarrassed about 
returning to Austria. 

Dr. Kreisky discussed the sit¬ 
uation with OPEC leaders during 
visits to Kuwait, Iraq, Saudi Ar¬ 
abia and the United Arab Emira¬ 
tes. Foreign Minister Erich Bie- 
Ika also visited the United Arab 
Emiraties as weww as Qatar, ano¬ 
ther OPEC member, apparently 
to offer security assurances.

Emigration of qualified labour

Israel rewards 
unmasking foreign 
currency holders 


TOKYO, April 2 (AFP). — Coded 
messages exchanged between Lo¬ 
ckheed Aircraft Asia. Ltd, Tokyo, 
and the head office of Lockheed 
in California may contain secret 
information on Tristar and P3C 
Orion sales operations. 

This became clear to Tokyo dis¬ 
trict prosecutors’ special investig¬ 
ative headquarters on the Lock¬ 
heed case Thursday. 


TEL AVIV, April 2 (AFP). — The 
Israeli government today offered 
big rewards for information lead¬ 
ing to the unmasking of business¬ 
men and others placing dollars in 
foreign banks. 


Although Israeli citizens are not 
allowed to hold foreign currency 
abroad, tax authorities estimate 
that private persons have about 
$500 milli on worth of undeclared 
currency.

This outflow trend 
did not affect the local market as the supply 
of skilled labour seemed to be much larger 
than what the domestic market could absorb. 

However, in the seventies, economic Cir¬ 
cumstances are changed both locally and in¬ 
ternationally. Oil-rich Arab countries enjoyed 
a greater surplus in their monetary assets 
which allowed them to launch very ambitious 
development plans to cover all economic sec¬ 
tors, particularly construction, industry, agri¬ 
culture and public services. These projects 
require. In addition to capital investment and 
consulting firms, thousands of professionals 
and technicians most of whom will be enlisted 
from Arab and other neighbouring countries. 

Meanwhile, Jordan has embarked on com¬ 
prehensive national planning, it has set forth 
development plans to increase the rate of 
economic growth. To achieve this goal Jor¬ 
danian policy makers try to invite capital 
investment from abroad, encourage domestic 
capital formation, improve the quality of hu¬ 
man resources and better the organisational 
activities of public and private enterprises. 
Jordan’s recent experience indicates that a 
shortage in skilled manpower is more diffi¬ 
cult than a lack in capital resource and more 
costly. 

Those two forces (development plans lo¬ 
cally and in Arab countries) have increased 
demand for labour and are exerting a high 
rise in salary scales. The three year develop¬ 
ment plan, 1972-1975, showed awareness of 
this problem and a recognition of the strong 
competitive demand for labour from abroad.
